'Forgotten Men of Industry1 Meet 


To Find Universal Steel Language 


Detroit — (NEA) — The "for- 


gotten men of industry" are head- 
ing: for their first world meeting 
in Detroit this month—a congress 
that will go down as one of the 
largest gatherings of industrial 
minds ever held. 


They are 35,000 top scientists, 


executives and engineers from Uie 
world of metals, called "forgotteri 
men" because the work of metal- 
lurgists is seldom seen or appre- 
ciated by the man who buys a car 
or a potato masher. 


Their 
work, 
as one metals 


spokesman puts it, "is sublimated 
into outward form by the engi- 
neers who design and build ma- 
chines, structures or edifices." 
* • * 


From non-Communist nations 


all over the world, they are com- 
ing to Detroit Oct. 14 for a week- 
long session. Out of it may result, 
among other things, a new univer- 
sal language for processing and 
using steel and its alloys—a sort 
of metallic Esperanto. 


Pioneer in forming such a lan- 


guage is Walter Jominy, of De- 
troit, originator of the interna- 
tionally-recognized "Jominy hard- 
enability test." The "J-test,' de- 
veloped within the past 15 years,

has become the standard measur- 
ing system for alloy steel. 


Jominy, chief metal scientist f j 


Chrysler, is also chairman of 
government's panel on conserva- 
tion 
of 
alloys

steels, some of which are in critic- 
al supply. 


Currently, his prime interest is 


in experiments witli boron steel, 
use of which scientists hope will 
drastically reduce the amounts ot 
alloy needed in high-grade steels 
Success of such experiments coura 
have an important bearing, not 
only on defense production, but on 
autos, washing machines and other 
consumer goods. 


Director-general ot the congress 


will be Dr. Zay Jeffries, who at 63 
is the "grand old man of metal- 
lurgy." Although retired, he still 
works at the GE chemical plant at 
One Plastics Avenue, Pittsfield, 
Mass., and spends a lot of his Urn* 
in Washington as head of thiP 
"critical and strategic materials 
and substitutes" group for the mo- 
bilization program. 


Despite their own descripuon as 


"forgotten men," what these sci- 
entists do at Detroit could be re- 
membered for a long time in pro- 
duction results for the f r e e 
World.

Senators Just Enjoy Talking; 
Ifs Difficult to Stop Them, 
JOQ, Under Present Senate Rule

WASfflNGTON, 
(AP) _ The 


Mouse of Representatives is just 
about done with its year's work. 
Not the Senate. The reason: The 
senators not only like- to talk, 
but can, almost without limit. 
The talking slows them. down. 


And the senators are so jealous 


of their right to keep talking that 
toey have through the yeais made 
>£les which make it difficult, and 
sometimes impossible, for anyone 
to shut them up. 


That's why when one of them, 


or a group of them, wants to keep 
the majority from acting on some- 
thing, he just goes into a filli- 
buster which means he can talk 
till he drops unless the others 
really want to stop him. 


Needed Two-thirds 


«For example: Almost all de- 
•sions of the senate are by ma- 
jority vote. But in 1949 if the 
senate wanted to stop a fillibuster 
it could do so only if two-thirds 
of those present voted to do so. 
This is called cloture. 


But in 1949 "the Southern Demo- 


crats filibustered against a civil 
rights bill. They won out. They 
won something else, too: The 
senate changed its rules making it 
more difficult to stop a filibuster 
adn ever before. 


The new rule which the senate 


approved in 1949, known as rule 
No. 22, still stands. Whereas in 
1949 cloture could be invoked by 
a vote of only two-thirds of those 
present, now there can't be cloture 
unless 64 of the 96 senators vote 
for it. 


Changing It Is Difficult 


But, since it was the senate it- 


aelf' which made this rule, can't 
tjfa 
senate itself at any time 


change the rule to make it easier 
to invoke cloture? That's where a 
special gimmick in No. 22 comes 
In. 


The rule says: While 64 of the- 


8(5 senators can shut off debate 
on some bill before the senate, 
or some motion to bnng up the 
bill, there can be no cloture at all 
on any motion to change the rule 
itself. 
f£o, if tomorrow a senator got 
up and proposed changing the 
rule, the same Southern Demo- 
crats who won in 1949 could get 
up and filibuster against the pro- 
posal and the senate has no ma- 
chinery to stop them. 


Suggest Revision 


But now a group of senators— 


all Democrats with one except- 
ion. Senator Morse,- Oregon Re- 
publican—h a v e suggested that 
Hgle No. 22 be changed to make

Truman Dulles' Jibe Harms 
Both Himself and His Office 


It is not customary in this country to announce the 


names of men who decline ambassadorships, nor to make 
public currency of their reasons;for refusal. 


President Truman thus violated precedent sharply when 


he told the nation that John Foster Dulles had turned down 
the job of ambassador to Japan because he wished to save 
the Republican party from going isolationist. 


As is well known by now, Dulles is the chief architect of 


the recently approved Japanese peace treaty. In a long 
series of uniquely effective individual meetings with the va- 
rious countries who were parties to that pact, Dulles laid the 
foundation for one of the most forward-looking peace docu- 
ments ever drawn. -

For this service he was entitled to the fullest gratitude 


of the American people. More specifically, he had .earned 
the thanks of Mr. Truman an£ his administration. The presi- 
dent may well have thought he was discharging this obliga- 
tion when he offered Dulles the chance to be the first post- 
war ambassador to Japan.

But in forcing Dulles into public discussion of his mo- 


tives for rejecting the post, Mr. Truman has extinguished 
every evidence of his gratitude. He has embarrassed, in- 
deed almost insulted, a man who served him and the United 
States notably.

Speculation over the president's purposes may be fool- 


ish. But this action seems to fit, in part at least, a well- 
established pattern. Mr. Truman seldom can resist an oppor- 
tunity to voice his distaste for the opposition party, or for 
that matter his opponents within his own party. He enjoys 
taking petty slaps at his adversaries.

In this case, he apparently found the temptation suffi- 


ciently strong to overcome any proper feeling of apprecia- 
^tion he may have had for Dulles' superb performance. 


It is quite true that the GOP has marked isolationist ele- 


ments. But they are not in command of the party and have 
not nominated a candidate for president since the United 
States was thrust into world leadership by World War n 
and its aftermath. In plain fact, the isolationists are in dis- 
tinct minority.

Mr. Truman therefore indulged in evident distortion 


when he implied that the Republican party was in imminent 
danger of falling into isolationist paths. rHe paid no credit 
to the many effective world-minded men in that party. 


By hinting that Dulles was a rare bird, the president 


may actually have stirred resentment in GOP circles and 
have undercut Dulles' influence in his,party. 


Furthermore,, any other Republican may now look with 


sxtreme disfavor upon the idea of serving Mr. Truman in 
an important capacity, especially in foreign affairs. Why 
should he expose himself to childish jibes which seem like 
calculated ingratitude. The president has given no support 
to the idea of a bipartisan foreign policy by his insistence on 
venting silly party wrath. 


In the end, he certainly has done no real .injury to Dulles' 


position with the American people, who will not forget his 
commendable service for peace. As so often in the past, Mr. 
Truman has largely harmed himself and the high office he 
holds.

Fortunately the greatness of the United States infuses 


the presidency with a fundamental strength and prestige 
which cannot be damaged. Otherwise, it might by now have 
sunk to the level of a precinct captain's post.

• Answers 


Q — Where is Falcon Island?

The scien- 
tific explanation is that Falcon is 
produced by intermittent eruptions 


One trouble which comes from 


measuring the blood pressure is 
that far too many people pay too 
much attention to wether the 
blood pressure goes up or down a 
few points. 


It is natural for the blood pres- 


sure to vary somewhat, and nor- 
mal blood pressure is not always 
fixed at one certain level. Al- 
though one should not worry 
about 
the blood pressure too 


much, it is worth while knowing 
just what it is and what causes 
it to go up or down. 


The blood flowing through the 


arteries presses on the walls of 
these tubes just as water does on 
a rubber hose. The degree of 
pressure is measured by tying a 
band or cuff around the arm and 
inflating it with air until the air 
pressure equals that in the artery. 


When the heart contracts, it 


forces the blood out into the ar- 
teries and this produces the high 
point of the pressure. When the 
heart relaxes, the pressure of 
blood in the arteries falls some- 
what. The high point of the pres- 
sure is called j "systolic" and the 
low point is called "diastolic." 
This is why doctors give two 
figures for the blood pressure, 
such as 120/80. " 


The amount of blood present, 


the condition of the arteries— 
especially their elasticity — the 


thickness of the blood, and thi 
nerve supply to the walls of th« 
arteries also influence the blooo 
pressure. 
ISN'T STATIONARY 


The blood pressure does not re- 


main the same all the time. Ner- 
vous disturbances, cold, exeffsc 
and excitement, all tend to in- 
crease the blood pressure. For 
this reason, it is often true that 
the first test of the blood pres- 
sure in any doctor's office may b« 
higher than normal, just because 
of the excitement of the visit. 


A constantly high blood pres- 


sure can come from heart trouble. 
It can come from a disease which 
thickens the blood. It can result 
also from a decrease in.the el 
ticity of the arteries caused by 
deposits of calcium which have 
made them hard and brittle. 


This is the high blood pressure 


which accompanies hardening of 
the arteries. There are many other 
kinds of high blood pressure in 
some of which the cause can be 
discovered and in others not. One 
sure thing is that worrying about 
high blood pressure does not 
in the slightest.

American team lose the recent 
international Canasta match, but 
it was very pleasant to see that in 
this game, as in bridge, important 
matches of this kind can be held. 
The contest was not given a great 
deal of space in American news- 
papers, so perhaps I can, tell Ca- 
nasta fans a little about it in this 
column. 


The American team consisted of 


John R. Crawford and Mrs. Andre 
Lord, both of the famous Regency 
Club in New York. The English 
team consisted of Terence Reese 
and Colin Harding, both very 
well-known card experts. Craw- 
ford, it may be remembered, was 
my

in an 
American 


championship match almost two 
years ago. 


The contest was held in a large 


London department store, and was 
sponsored by the London Times. 
The players were enclosed in a 
sound-proof glass cage so that 
spectators could observe what was 
•going on without distracting the 
players. 


Each player had an official kib- 


itzer at his elbow to write down 
his hand and each play he made. 
These notes were sent out, play by 
play, to a commentator, who was 
thus enabled to show the progress 
of the hand on a giant Scoreboard 
which showed all the hands. 
i As one might expect, the Eng- 
lish rules are somewhat different 
from the American rules, so the 
rules of the international contest 
were a sort of compromise. For 


bonus of 500 points for winning 
the game. In America there is no 
bonus at all. The compromise took 
the form of a bonus of 300 points. 


I must say that I think the 


bonus is a. pretty good idea. If the 
opponents - are almost out, iUr's 
s o m e t i m e s a close question 
whether to end a hand and thus 
stop them—or to keep the hand 
alive and thus pile up some modest 
score of your own.

Under new provisions of the 


Sanitary Water Act, cities can 
issue revenue bonds to build sew- 
age plants.

city to stop dumping its sewage 
and thus cause it to back up in 
Gibson City homes. 


Willing To Compromise 


He said he hopes the court will 


set a date for an injunction to be- 
come effective. Meanwhile, he said 
if the city acts in good faith to- 
ward attempting to clear up the 
situation, the state would be satis- 
fied. 


C. E. Carnaham, counsel for 


Gibson City, asserted there was 
no evidence the creek was any 
more pure before Gibson City be- 
gan dumping its sewage into it. 


He said the state Sanitary 


Water Act is unconstitutional be- 
cause: One section mentions "rea- 
sonable treatment" but doesn't de- 
fine it adequately; the board is 
allowed to study, investigate and 
determine ways and means to 
clear up pollution, and is allowed 
to order offenders to show cause 
why the discharge should not be 
discontinued, and that any board 
decisions 
are 
legislative 
and 


judicial and therefore illegal.

On Sept. 3 of that year, its first 


occupants arrived—5,592 soldiers 
taken at Lookout Mountain and 
Missionary Ridge in Tennessee. 
Before the war between the states 
was over, 11,734 prisoners were 
checked in at the stockade gates '9 
and assigned to one of 84 wooden 
barracks. 


Small pox scourged the prison, 


killing nearly 2,000 soldiers whose 
bodies still lie in a military ceme- 
tery on the island. Records state 
that 41 prisoners escaped 
the 


place, and 1,797 joined the Union 
army to get away from it.

NEW 
YORK -.(AP)— The 


profit 
system—on 
which 
the 


American economy is still based— 
will be up for stock-taking again 
soon. And many corporations' 
earnings statements p r o b a b l y 
•ren't going to l%ok as good as 
they did three months ago. 


The increasing: inroads of taxes 


and controls on business will be- 
come apparent in another week, as 
corporations begin reporting on 
their profits in the July, Aujuat 
and September quarter. 


The reports will reach flood 


stage by the end of the month. 
And the nation can then see whe- 
ther taxes and .controls have—as 
many in 
business 
charge—cut 


back corporate profits to the point 
where incentive to invest and pro- 
duce is getting sickly. 


Guesses Now 


The president's Council of Eco- 


nomic Advisers isn't waiting for 
the reports, to come out. It's 
making its own guess now—fore- 
armed with the knowledge that 
taxes are going up on every cent 
a corporation made since April 1, 
and that controls of materials, 
prices and mark-ups really started 
to bite this summer. 


The council says corporate prof- 


its in the third quarter dropped 
both ' before ' and after taxes, al- 
though people in business for 
themselves made more money, and 
the total of wages and salaries 
went up this summer at an annual 
rat* of $2.1 billion to hit $179.5 
billion. Also, the total value of all 


goods and services produced in the 
country hit a new high—at an an- 
nual rate of $328 billion. 


Profits Drop 


Corporate profits before taxes 


dropped at a $2 billion rate to 
$46.5 billion, the president's coun- 
cil estimates. This was a loss in 
annual rate of $5.3 billion since 
the first three months of this 
year. 


After taxes, corporate profits 


dropped even more—by $6.5 bil- 
lion—from the peak reached in the 
last three months of 1950. This 
summer, the council figures, cor- 
porate profits after taxes were at 
an annual rate of $21.3 billion, a 
$700 million drop from the April, 
May and June quarter. 


National Income Rise* 


But although corporations were 


losing in profits, as they were 
squeezed between price ceilings 
and rising costs and taxes, nation- 
al income as a whole was rising 
this summer by 2^ per cent to a 
new peak of $284.6 billion, the 
council caluculates. And the de- 
partment of commerce reports to- 
day that total personal income is 
now running at a record $254.4 
billion a year. 


Within the next few weeks busi- 


ness itself will report on all these 
phases of the profit system and 
you can see how close the presi- 
dent's council comes to hitting the 
mark with its guesses. 


Corporate reports may look dull, 


out their sum total gives one of 
Jie best pictures of the state of 
health of the American economy.

New Lab Using Radioactive Isotopes

BOSTON— (NEA)—The Atomic 


Age may not be here yet, but 
already it has influenced one new 
building in Boston. 


The New England Deaconess 


Hospital built a new Cencer Re- 
search Clinic, where radioactiVe 
material is being used for re- 
search. And, because of the dan- 
gers of working with _things ra- 
dioactive, the structure has some 
unique architectural ieaiures. 


Radioactive isotopes—the ma- 


terial used in cancer research- 
is shipped in from Oak Ridge, 
Term. It first goes to the Prepara- 
tion Room, where it is stored in a 
massiye concrete vault with a lead 
door. 


It is here that the isotopes are 


prepared for use. Skilled per- 
sonnel take the highly-concen- 
trated material and dilute it into 
required strengths. Then they 
put it in storage chambers—en- 
closed with inch-thick lead doors 
—inside stainless steel containers. 
* * * 


The storage chambers are pass-

through compartments. They open 
at both ends. The other end is in 
the Issue Room, where the radio- 
active isotopes are distributed as 
needed. 


Perhaps the biggest problem 


facing the Clinic's designers was 
how to get rid of waste isotopes. 
Previously, they'd always been 
buried in the earth or carried out 
to sea and sunk in places where 
they would be covered with silt. 


But the laboratory, enclosed in 


12-inch-thick concrete, is located 
in the hospital's basement. It 
was deliberately placed close to 
the sewer system. Contaminated 
waste can thus be sent directly 
into the sewer without being car- 
ried through pipes inside the build- 
ing. 


Before it reaches the main 


sewer system, however, the waste 
goes through a careful de-con- 
taminating process. All active ma- 
terials are first combined with in- 
active materials. Then they are 
diluted three times. 
* * * 


One danger in using radioactive 


materials is the possibility of the 
isotopes coming in contact with 
the walls or floor. That, of course, 
makes the walls or floor contami- 
nated and dangerous. 


The Clinic's walls are painted 


with a special plastic base paint. 
While difficult to apply, this paint 
can be stripped of easily. The

Expect Good Trade 


Most retailers say they expect

ond round of war-scare buying. 


This year, retail"trade probably 


will look the best, in comparison 
with last year, during October and 
November. People used up their 
cash in the summer of 1950 on 
sugar, sheets and nylons, saved up 
during October and November, 
and then in December sold their 
savings bonds to buy household 
gadgets and cars. 


Weather Hurts 


Retail business is picking up 


now whenever a cold wave hits.

But slightly cooler weather ar- 
rived in Boston and trade picked 
up.

Stewing Hens Plentiful Again 


Peak supplies of those big stew- 


ing hens are expected, according 
to Department of Agriculture re- 
ports. The larger, well-fleshed 
birds have more meat in propor- 
tion to bone than smaller ones and 
make a good economy item. 


The Bureau of Human Nutrition 


and Home Economics gives these 
cooking hints. * 


Choose a plump stewing chicken, 


advise the experts, 3 to 4 pounds 
ready-to-cook (4 to 5% pounds 
dressed 
weight) 
Prepare 
the 


chicken for cooking. Leave it 
whole or cut in serving-size pieces 


To cook the bird whole, place 


it on a rack in a deep pan. Add 
enough hot water to half-cover 
the bird, and salt the water lightly. 
Cover the pan. Cook over low heat 
until the chicken is tender (3 to 4 
hours). Turn the bird occasionally 
for even cooking. Cook giblets 
with the chicken, removing them 
as soon as done. The liver will be 
done first. 


Stewed chicken is more moist 


if cooled in the broth, breast down, 
for an hour or so. Thicken the 
broth for gravy. If desired, brush 
the whole bird with fat and brown 
in a moderate oven. 


To cook the chicken in pieces.

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Find New Way of Life for Retired School Teachers 


By FRED ZAVATTEBO 


SEATTLE, WASH.—It's called 


retirement, but it means the same 
thing—too old to work and too 
young to die. More and more 
school teachers are hearing ( the 
words that lead to a life of loneli- 
ness or a back bedroom in some 
relative's home. 


Teachers in Seattle have one 


solution for this problem. They 
built the Ida B Culver House, a 
cooperatively 
owned 
m o d e r n 


apartment where retired teachers 
may live comfortably on their 
sinall pensions. 


But Culver House is not an "old 


ladies' home." The 36 women who 
live there aie active members in 
the community with interests that 
range from child welfare work to 
playing the stock market. 


Instead of sitting around in 


rocking chairs, the 
ex-teachers 


are getting a chance to do things 
they've always looked forward to. 
All the members have felt a psy- 
chological boost

"I was a sick, tired old woman 


until I came here," one teacher 
said. "Now I've returned to the 
university as a student, and I feel 
ten years younger." 


Although Culver House has been 


in operation only about a year, it's 
the product of more than 22 years' 
effort. In 1928 a small group ot 
•teachers, led by Miss Ida B. Cul- 
ver, formed the Seattle Educa- 
tional Auxiliary to provide a home 
for teachers who reach the retire- 
ment age of 60 Dues were set at 
§1 per year or $25 for a life mem- 
bership 


"There's no one lonelier than a 


retired teacher," prospective mem- 
bers were warned. "Let's do some- 
thing about it." 


In. 1937, Miss Culver died and 


left the bulk of her estate to the 
SEA. To finance a new community 
house, 36 teachers paid for hfe- 
time leases on apartments in the 
building. A room with private 
bath cost $3,750; with shared bath. 
$3,000.

Culver House is operated by 


four paid employes. Each teacher 
in residence pays $50 a month for 
food and upkeep of the building, 
pensions average $100 a month. 


The house has few restrictions. 


Each teacher has her own key and 
may come and go as she pleases. 
Overnight and dinner guests are 
welcome; only a small fee is 
charged 


"It's like a sorority but they 


don't lock us out after 10 p.m," 
one member said. 


"We never have arguments," 


Miss Myrtle Whitham, president 
of the house, said "If there aie 
disagreements, we settle them in 
regular monthly open house meet- 
ings."

a teacher must have taught in a 
Seattle school at some time during 
her career.
